Thousands of armed men and work-
men of the Spartacus factions are
crowding the streets and firing has
begun at several polnts. Today ma-
chine gun fire could be heard in all
parts of the clty,

Berlin, Jan. 7.—The Spariacus
group has engaged in a4 great dem-
onstration against the government.
Tens of thousands of followara of
Dr. Liebknecht paraded Unter Den
Linden and in Brandenbergerstrasse.

Warsaw, Saturday, Jan. 4.—The
names of Vilna, Lemberg and Kiev
are belng written in blood-red let-
ters along the western frontier of
Russla, apnd scores of smaller clties
Iying between the cities also are Le-
Ing destroyed by the Bolsheviki. Ac-
cording to trustworthy reporta
reaching Warsaw, the Bolsheviki are
|adding the tortures of the dark
jages to the customary horrors of
guerrilla warfare.

The Poles are making a gallant
defense of Lemberg with limited
means, but the Bolsheviki Ukrain-
lans, aided by German guns and
German gunners, slowly are destroy-
ing the city. The heseigers are es-
timated to number 50,000.

NETHOISTS MAKE
WET-DRY SURVEY

Temperance Makes Galn Dur-
ing the Year 1918

Washington, Jan. 7.—A survey of
the wet and dry situgtion through-
out the ecountry just completed by
the Methodist Board of Temperance
shows that there are 2,640 dry coun-
ties and 861 wet countles. This is
i dry gain for the year 1918 of 450
counties. During the year the drys
won statewide victorles In Oblo,
Florida, Wyoming and Nevada, with
a recount pending In  Minnesota.
They were defeated in Missonri and
Callfornia, but elected ratification
legislatures In both states. There
are at present 31 dry states, not in-
cluding Texas, where a state wide
prohibition law was held by the
state supreme court to be,contrary
to the constitutional provision for
local option. At present, gpening of
saloons in that state is Belng pre-
vented by Injunctions and refusal of
the comptroller to grant llcenses.

The probability is that the federal
constitutional prohibition amend-
ment will be ratifled before Febru-
ary 1, 1819. Fifteen states have al-
ready approved the amendment.

WESTERN. SOLDIERS
LEAD IN INTELLIGENCE

University of Oregon, Eugene,
Jan, 7.—The level of intelligence of
the men of the Far Wesat is higher
than that of men of any other sec-
tion of the United States, in the
opinfon of Captain R. H., Wheeler,
who returned yesterday to resume
his duties as professor of psychology
at the university. Captain Wheeler
has becn conducting psyohological
tests for 16 months at various army
training camps and in this time had
examined thousands of men from all
parts of the United States. He says
that the northeast ranks next to the
Far West, the Middle West follows,
and the Sontheast is the lowest in
the intelligence of its men.

A good education does not neces-
sarlly mean that a man will rank
high in the mental tests, says Dr.
Wheeler, for he has found that some
men who have not completed even
grammar school rank higher in the

 GERMANY PREPARES 10

REGISTER 40,000,000

Berlin, Dec. 4.—(Correspondence
of the Associated Press).—Forty
million voters, men and women,
must be registered for the election
of a national assembly in Germany
on January 18, it s estimated by
Professor Hugo Prouss, minister of
the interior. In the last relchstag
election the voters, all male, num-
bered ouly 14,000,000, he says,
They were secattered over 397 elec-
tion districts. The new election bl
provides for only 38 such districts
for the whole country which, Profes-
sor Preuss adds, means more than
a million voters in each district.

WILL HAVE TOMAKE NEW

London, Jan. 7.—There will e no
passenger or commercial afrplane
service from England to any other
country until complete plans are
formulated for regulating and con-
trolling air traffic, says an official
of the British air ministry. That
will be a task, he aaid, fraught with
enormous difficulties.

“To begin with,” he pointed out,
“there are no laws of the alr at
present, and to bring the air into
the commereinl sphere without laws
would produce chaos. There wounld
be immediate trouble with the cus-
toms authorities of all nations, Ade-
quate legislation will have to be
framed to preveant contraband mer-
chandise being carried through the
air from one country to another.

“There will have to be a system
of alr customs, and that in itself
presents many problems, Then,
again, the unauthorized carrying ot
letters would bring In the postal au-
thorities,

“To police the air presents other
diffieulties. Try to imagine an of-
fender scudding away from an alr
pollceman, whose machine may be
the slower of the two, nnd hiding
behind a cloud until everything was
clear.

“It's a new world, and we's got
to make proper arrangements for
it"l
